I, Delbert J. Barnard, hereby depose and say that: 

1. I am the attorney for the applicant in the 
above -identified application. 

2. On January 31, 2002, on behalf of the applicant, I filed 
a Supplemental Preliminary Amendment in this application (Exhibit 
A) . . 

3. On April 22, 2002, I received a telephone call from 
Examiner Patel. He called to question the filing of the 
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Supplemental Preliminary Amendment. He said that the application 
was allowed and a Notice of Allowability had been mailed out in 
October of 2001. I told Examiner Patel that we have never 
received a Notice of Allowance or any other paper indicating that 
the application has been allowed. 

4. On January 31, 2002, I sent a Letter to the Patent and 
Trademark Office (Exhibit B) respecting the telephone 
conversation that I had with Examiner Patel on April 22, 2002. 
In this Letter I explained that we had received a Notice of 
Publication Fee Due that was dated January 2, 2002 and that we 
paid this fee on March 25, 2002. 1 stated in the Letter that the 
application file did not contain a Notice of Allowance or a 
Notice of Allowability. 

5. On May 23, 2002, Leslie A. Moss, a paralegal in my 
office telephoned the Office of Patent Publication to find out 
the status of the application.

The Supplemental Notice of 
Allowability stated that the drawings that were filed on 
April 19, 2001 were accepted by the Examiner.
